At the commencement of the difficnlties, he
denied the right of the Federal Government to
coerce & State, uttering aogmas which are the
negative counterpart of the positive doctrine of
secession. Atalater period, after the Confederate
Government was organized at Montgomery,
he expressed the opinion that the true policy
of the American peopls was to abandon the
Federal Constitution, and to withdraw their
allegiance from the properly chosen aunthori-
ties at Washipgton, so that they might fiad ‘
refuge under the gemial guidance of Jeff.

which speedily followed in the terrible riots
that deluged the streets of New York with
blood, and required the transmission to that
oity at a critical period of the war of a large
body of United States troops, who were greatly
needed in front. At a later date, but bafore
the conclusion of the war, it is allsged that
emissaries of the Rebel Government endeav-
ored to open a correspondence with Horatio
Seymour for the purpose of securing his oco-
operation and assistance in re-establishiog
peace on disgracefnl and humiliating terms.
When it is remembered, too, that Vallan-

be more than counterbalanced by the impoasi-
bility of continuing in office a man whe
merited and commanded the entire confidence
of the people in times of great national peril.
If sueh & provision had been in force during
the recent Rebellion, it would have been
equivalent to a national calamity in prevent-
ing the re-election of Mr. Lincoln, who
quaintly f{llustrated the necessities of the
times by the old étory about “‘swapping horaes
while crossing a swollen river.”” Yet the
question is open to argument on both sides,
and wonld demand the most carefui considera-
tion before a satisfactory and wise conola-
sion could be arrived at.

The same may be said of Mr. Johnson's
proposition to extend the presidential term to
six years. While this would result in an un-
disguised Dblessing by diminishing the fre-
quency of presidential elections, and the in-
tengse excitement and bitterness which fre-
quently attend them, It would, likewise, fre-
quently result in fastening npon the nation a
“ policy” from which it might unmistakably
desire to be released, Public sentiment ia
frequently revolutionized within four years,
and if an uppopular and headstrong Presi-
dent, such a8 Mr. Johnson has shown himsalf
to be, should be fastened upon the nation for
a longer period, impeachment for merely
political reasons would become the only
remedy, and, it is to be feared, one of com"
mon resort,

Mr, Johnson farther recommends that the
life tenure of the Federal Judiciary shonld be
changed to one of twelve years' duration, re-
garding the former as being “‘incompatible
with the spirit of a republican form of gov-
ernment.”” This argument iz the wealkest
that can be advanced in support of the change,
It is essential to an incorruptible and tho-
roughly impartial judiciary that it should be
removed as far as possible from the inflnence
of public opinien, which is altogether too
gpasmodic to be a safe guide in matters of
legal nicety, and the settlement of questions
of & constitutional character,
ciary should be rendered so secure in iis
tenure of office as to exempt it from popular
clamor and democratic tendencies. With here
aud there an exception, the experiment of an
vlective judiciary, which has been made in
many of the States, has resulted in & misera-
ble !ailure; and every advance of the judicial
system of the country at large towards pure
democracy tends to imperil its oharaoter for
incorruptibility and to detract ‘rom the sound-
ness of its decrees. Yot under the present
system it ia possible for the Federal judiciary
to be enfeebled by the weight of years and
infirmities, apd some scheme should cartainly
be devised whereby its superannnated mem-
bers may ba retired from active duty, and
placed on a reasonable allowance in return for
devoting the best years of their manhood to
the service of the HRepublic. Its thoerough
organization is imperatively demanded in
wany essential respects, and the question as
to how this desirable result may be beil ac-
complished demands far more attention than
is mecorded it by our rulers.
